houMholder.    Captain  Znnei  says: 

/There  art  fn  parllamenta  exacting  more 
l«f Ulation  and  control  of  private  industry,  and 
today  we  have  government  Invasion  of  private 
enterprise,  and  excessive  taxation  which  Is  sti- 
fling ambition  and  Initiative,  and  In  additloo., 
because  of  our  ten  parliaments,  thera  la  a  dupli- 
cation of  services.  Industrial  progress  is  preju- 
dlead  every  time  a  government  enacts  new  leg- 
Idation  upon  induatry,  eonpled  with  exeesa  tax- 
ation, whirh  Is  dctrlmonfal  to  the  Intrre.sts  of 
the  producer,  manufaclurer  and  consumer,  and 
tt'Aovld  always  be  borae  in  mind  that  co?ern- 
menti  do  not  build  a  nation;  rather,  nations  are 
built  by  the  individual  who  Invests  his  capital, 
creates  Industry,  deTCtopi  onr  natunlJritQnrces 
Und  gives  employment." 

The  suggestions  made  by  Captain  Innes  to 
escape  from  the  bog  of  expenditure  in  which  the 
country  is  Involved  are  those  that  have  been 
obvious  to  all  observing  people  for  a  long  time. 
He  urges  the  consolidation  of  the  Prairie  Provin- 
cial Legislatures  as  a  beginning  and  also  a  sim- 
ilar plan  with  regard  to  the  Maritime  Legisla- 
tures. He  says  there  should  be  only  one  income 
tax,  to  bo  collected  by  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment, and  so  broadened  In  Its  application  as  to 
maJce  every  citizen  "tax-conscious."  The  Do- 
minion, he  layo,  eould  reimburse  the  ProTlneea 
by  giving  th*m  a  pro  rata  percentaqp  of  the  total 
collections.  Captain  Innes,  too.  advocates  uni- 
fkiation  of  the  railways  under  a  oingle  manage- 
ment His  argument  In  favor  of  this  latter 
course  is  very  much  to  the  point.  He  says:  "The 
MMtanal  fyitem  has  a  debt  IRUeh  threatens  our 
national  life,  and  the  Situation  cannot  be  allowed 
to  renuUa  unsolved  .  .  .  The  situation  is  so 
dangerous  4hat  it  is  referred  to  by  practically  all 
our  out.stancllnK  nifn..  our  bankers  and  Iradors  of 
Industry,  demanding  that  a  solution  be  found." 

If  there  are  «v«r  to  be  a  series  of  balanced 
budgets  In  the  Dominion— Federal,  Provlncla]^ 
and  municipal — the  initial  step  is  to  reduce  very 
ittbitantlally  the  cost  of  OTerhead.  That  could 
■bo  done  without  affecting  the  \*.<  ir  ire  of  the  peo- 
ple. With  modern  m«an8  of  transportation  and 
communication,  the  problem  of  government  In 
the  Dominion  is  much  easier  than  It  was  half  a 
century  ago.  The  revision  of  the  British  North 
America  Act  needed  is  of  a  nature  that  will  re- 
duce the  number  of  governments.  When  such 
revLslon  l.s  belnt?  con.ildcrod  It  .seems  logical  that 
the  interests  of  Uie  taxpayers  should  be  par- 
amount and  not  the  interests  of  those  who  des^ 
to  cement  and  extend  their  political  poiien.

Moreover,  in  South  AfMca, 
the  national  debt  is  being  reduced  and  thero  are 
tax  reductionsi,  Mr^  Havenga,  the  Finance  Min- 
ister, says  the  financial  barometer  Is  "set  f  air  " 
The  lesson  for  Canada  is  that  it  is  only  pos- 
sible to  have  balanced  budgets  whesa  a^  country 
live.s  within  Its  means."  ^That  is  what  Australia 
and  South  Africa  are  doing,  ami  there  Is  little 
doubt  that  because  of  this  those  countries  will 
attract  British  capital  for  Uirlr  development, 
as  well  as  capital  from  other  lands.

Coming  turn  to  aiore  recent  times,  the  French 
(hght  f romrtho  fnUM  and  the  great  increase  in 
gold  production  combined  to  create  a  situation 
which  made  it  necessary  to  increase  the  bcurroW" 
ing  powers  of  the  Exchange  Equalization  Account. 
Accordingly  the  fund  was  increased  by  200 
millions,  making  a  total  of  575  millions.  With 
these  re&ources  at  iia  dispu^iai  the  Account  has 
recently -absorbed^  considerable  quantities  of 
gold.  In  March  the  holdings  of  gold  by  the  Banlc 
of  England,  valued  at  the  old  statutory  price,  were 
327  millions.  Ikto  q^aatlty  valued  at  the  present 
prlco  of  f7  per  ounce,  along  with  what  Is  held  by 
the  Equalization  Account  amount  to  a  total  gold 
holdtngd  TOO  mttliOB  pounds.'

DISRESPECT  FOR  LAW 


Sir  Josiah  Stamp,  the  great  economist,  has 
been  on  a  visit  to  the  United  States  recently  and 
has  recorded  some  Interesting  Impreastons  of 
his  reactions  to  the  trend  of  events  in  that  coun- 
try. There  is  one  factor  In  evidence  there  that 
seems  to  striice  him  forcibly,  and  that  is  a  grow- 
ing dlsrespeef  Idr  law  and  order.  Possibly  this 
conception  grew  out  of  the  character  of  .strikes 
In  the  United  Stales  in  reconl  months,  their 
widespread  incidence  and  the  manner  In  which 
authority  Is  flouted  by  those  seeking  to  achieve 
industrial  ends.  He  does  not  say  this  in  so  many 
words,  but  he  does  emi^aslM  a  feature  (tf  life  in 
the  United  States  which  Is  not  a  hopeful  factor 
of-the  future.  Here  Is  an  excerpt  from  what  he 
has  to  say: 

incidentally  I  may  say  that,  by  way  of  com- 
ment upon  the  general  spate  of  new  legislation, 
thoughtful  people  often  express  the  view  that 
the  most  sciUoua  aapcct  of  life  in  the..fltates  is 
the  growing  disrespect  for  law  and  order,  which 
found  a  new  Impetus  in  the  prohibition  era.  This 
again  is  variously  attributed  to  the  heterogeneity 
of  the  population  and  the  different  racial  back- 
grounds, to  the  many-sided  new  policies  tliat 
have  no  fully  established  tradition  behind  them, 
to  legislation  introduced  too  far  In  advance  of 
public  opinion,  and  to  the  division  of  the  func- 
tloiis  of  government  between  Pederal  and  State 
agents,  who  are  to  some  extent  in  competition  or 
even  conflict.  In  tholr  diagnosis,  few  reach  what 
to  me  is  a  paramount  issue— namely,  the  absence 
of  a  'career'  Civil  Service,  which  welds  Into  a  fully 
equipped  administrative  machine,  and  also  has 
considerable  influence  upon  the  proper  construc- 
tion of  workable  loKlslatlon,  and  still  greater 
upon  its  effective  administration.  It  is  too  little 
realised  that  no  laws  should  be  passed  without 
seeing  that  adequate  checks  and  sanctions  are 
present  to  secure  that  they  are  generally  carried 
out,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  not  one  per  6ent 
of  the  thinking  population  appreciates  the 
weight  of  the  administrative  factor  In  ordered 
government."

Then 
followed  eruptions  on  the  ooaat  of 
Kamchatka,  aeross  the  other  side  of 
the  I»acmc  and  near  the  eastern 
terminus  of  the  great  Aleutian 
ctiain  of  Islands.  In  July  came  de- 
layed reports  from  Rabaul,  capital 
of  New  Britain,  where  a  great  tidal 
wave  was  followed  by  tremors  and 
shocks  for  twenty-eight  hours  on 
end.  Three  great  volcanoes  sur- 
rounding the  harbor  spewed  out  hot, 
wet  pumice,  volcanic  debris  and 
poison  gases,  and  a  new  crater 
opened  with  a  roar.  VolcanologlsU  ^ 
do  not  seem  unduly  alarmed  at 
the.se  manlfeetatinn.s.  many  of 
wiilch,  they  say,  are  normal  to  this 
time  of  the  year  and  safety-valves 
against  a  bottled-up  explosion  that 
might  remake  soma  part  or  other 
of  the  world.  Solid  enough  to  use. 
the  earth'rf' surface  to  scientists  is 
Just  a  thin  layer  of  pte  crust  which, 
brittle,  breaks  from  pressure  under- 
neath as  waves  of  force  sweep 
through  the  mass  below.  It  is  thus 
that  mountains  and  valleys  are 
made.  lx>th  at  sea  and  on  land  It 
Is  thus  that  islands  pop  up  like 
Bogosiof  In  the  North  Paclfle  one 
day  and  change  In  Shape  the  next. 
SeLsmographs  around  the  Paclfle 
have  been  working  overtime  of  late 
to  catch  up  with  current  records  of 
that  restless  lady.  Mother  Earth. 
If  man  wants  f rightfulness,  here  it 
Is  In  the  raw.  untamed  state,  that 
he  can  neither  stop  nor  start  at 
will.
